9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

10. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Applicant's admitted 
prior art. 

Applicant's admitted prior art, in Figures 26-31, discloses the same moving pictures 
encoding method as specified in claim 4 of the present invention, which performs encoding by 
treating an interlaced image as an input signal (Fig. 26), and treating a macro-block as a unit MB, 
comprising the steps of detecting a scene change SC of the input signal picture in a field unit 
(Odd and Even), which is divided into either odd numbers or even numbers of pixels scanning 
lines of a frame (Fig. 26); performing prediction from either each or both of a forward picture P, 
which is temporally in the past, and a backward picture I, which is in the future; and encoding 
this input signal picture as field structure encoding for a picture (Fig. 31), for which inter-picture 
prediction is performed from a picture of at least both the forward picture and the backward 
picture (Figs. 28-30), and for a picture, in which a scene change SC exists between intra-frame 
fields (e.g. B odd and B even) in the input signal picture (Fig. 31).
